MORE  WAVES  EXPECTED  IN  JULY; 

JUNIOR- COLLEGES  HAY  BE 

GSCW  may  expect  an  addition  of  400  more  WAVES  in  July, 
Chancellor  S.  V.  Sanford  disclosed  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board 
cf  Regents  in  Macon  Thursday.  He  added  that  this  increase 
would  be  expected  to*  "save  it." 
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Three  of  the  University  Sys¬ 
tem’s  six  junior  colleges  may  be 
turned  over  entirely  to  the  gov¬ 
ernment  for  tbe  training  of  arm¬ 
ed  forces  as  a  partial  solution-  of 
military-civilian  schooling  prob¬ 
lems. 

Dr.  Guy  Wells  has  stated  that 
this  increase  would  bring  Naval 
Training  School  enrollment  up 
to  the  figure  originally  planned 
for  by  the  college.  Chancellor 
iavA-ord  recommended  the  re- 
tese  oil  three  schools  to  the  gov- 
rnmeni  in  an  informal  discus¬ 
sion  of  the  effect  war  is  having 
on  Georgia  colleges — taking  reg¬ 
ular  students  and  at.  the  same 
time  flooding  campuses  with 
Army  and  Navy  trainees. 

Necessitated  By  Enrollment 
Because  of  decided  decrease  in 
number  of  students,  Georgia 
school?  will  have  to  abandon
